SCENE 

The  scene  is  laid  in  an  old  "sea-captainish"  cabin, 
aboard  an  apparently  abandoned  pirate  ship.  As  the 
curtain  opens,  an  elderly  pirate  and  his  lady  are  idly 
reminiscent  as  they  lounge  on  comfortable  improvised 
seats. 

Pirate:  Those,  my  dear,  were  the  good  old  days.  I 
remember  well  many  things  that  happened. 

Lady:  Spin  me  the  yarn,  Bildad. 

Pirate:  No,  Isabel,  with  each  new  moon,  I  become 
more  of  a  landlubber.  The  things  which  delighted  me 
timber  afore  make  me  blood  run  cold  today.  But  I 
have  manned  my  "Falcon"  o'er  all  the  seas.  I  have 
lived  a  life  that  will  not  bear  light — even  now,  by 
Blarney! ! 

Lady:  But,  Bildad,  I  don't  understand.  What  is  this 
that  has  taken  hold  of  ye?  Ye've  been  so  pensive  all 
day. 

Pirate:  Avast,  Isabel,  I  feel  that  if  I  could  be  the 
buccaneer  I  used  to  be  just  once  more,  everything 
would  be  shipshape.  But  I  can't — I've  grown  old — 
times  have  changed.  Nothing  is  as  it  once  wuz. 

Lady:  No,  a  course  not.  As  times  change,  we'ise 
changed  with  'em. 

Pirate:  Take  those  cedars  that  plough  their  way 
through  the  brine  these  days.  Even  if  I  was  young 
again,  I  couldn't  be  much  of  a  hawk. 

Lady:  Aye,  even  the  ways  of  piracy  'ave  changed. 
Nowadays  piracy  is  more  or  less  an  under-water  busi¬ 
ness — submarines,  ye  know.  And  even  the  lingo  of 
the  sea  'as  changed. 

Pirate:  Aye.  The  young  bloods  of  today  would  call 
me  an  out-dated  model.  I'm  not  even  good  enough  to 
be  a  shellback.  I  wonder  what's  'appened  to  all  the 
other  mates?  Do  they  ever  get  the  hankerin'  1  do? 
(He  is  interrupted  by  the  entrance  of  another  pirate, 
Daggs,  who  has  been  running.) 

Daggs:  Bildad!  Bildad!  A  ship!  Ha,  yonder!  I  saw 
it  not  far  off  starboard!  It's  closing  in,  crowding  all  sail. 

Pirate  (soothingly):  Shut  yer  row!  What's  so  odd 
about  a  ship? 

Daggs:  Beggin'  your  pardon,  Sir — I  never  seen  an¬ 
other  like  it  afore. 

Pirate:  Aye,  now? 

Daggs  (points  off  stage):  See,  there  it  is.  A  mite 
queer,  that,  I  should  say.  It's  bearing  down.  Look  ye 
what  strange  people  be  aboard  her. 

Pirate:  They  be  so  young.  Only  a  few  people  on  the 
boat  be  grown.  Aye,  see?  They  be  helmsmen. 

Daggs:  This  vessel  interests  me.  Maybe  it  will  anchor 
along  portside  and  we  can  call  'em  aboard. 

Pirate:  Well,  boil  me,  if  it  don't  be  happening.  Look 
a  coming  here.  (Enter  senior  boy  and  senior  girl.  As 
they  see  the  strange  trio,  they  stop,  startled.) 

Pirate:  Don't  quake  in  your  boots  at  me.  My  days 
as  a  hawk  are  over.  But — who  be  ye? 

Senior  Boy:  I'm  Ed  Brown  and  this  little  girl  here  is 
Betty  Rose  Coneley.  Who  are  you? 


Pirate:  Bildad — just  Bildad.  This  (nods  at  Daggs)  is 
Daggs,  and  this  (nods  at  Isabel)  is  Isabel.  What  are 
ye  doing  here? 

Senior  Boy:  Couldn't  we  ask  you  the  same  question? 

Pirate:  I  reckon  ye  could.  This  is  my  lodging  place. 

Senior  Girl:  Your  home! 

Senior  Boy:  Explain  yourself. 

Pirate:  Well,  since  I've  retired,  I've  made  my  faithful 
old  ship  my  vesture. 

Senior  Girl:  And  Daggs  and  Isabel? 

Pirate:  Daggs  was  my  best  mate — he  stays  with  me 
always.  Isabel  is  me  wife. 

Senior  Boy:  I  see. 

Daggs:  Why  be  ye  here? 

Senior  Girl:  We're  going  on  a  long  voyage. 

Pirate:  But  who  be  the  other  people  aboard? 

Senior  Boy:  Oh — they're  the  rest  of  us. 

Lady:  The  rest  o'  ye? 

Senior  Boy:  Sure,  about  170  more. 

Senior  Girl:  The  other  members  of  the  class  of  '45  of 
Boyden  High  school. 

Daggs:  This  be  gettin'  corkscrew.  What  kind  a  voyage 
be  ye  making?  Why  did  ye  stop  here? 

Senior  Boy:  The  voyage — life.  Our  reason  for  stopping 
here — this  marks  the  end  of  the  beginning  of  our  voy¬ 
age.  You  know  how  it  is — the  first  short  part  of  a 
voyage  is  spent  in  preparation  for  the  remainder,  and 
harder  part  of  the  voyage.  (Enter  historian.) 

Senior  Girl:  Oh — hello,  Bob.  What  made  you  come 
aboard? 

Historian:  Don't  know.  (Looks  around.)  Who're  they? 

Senior  Boy:  Excuse  me,  Bob.  This  is  Bildad  (indicating 
him);  this  is  Daggs  (nodding  at  him);  and  here  is 
Isabel  (indicating  her).  They're  new  friends  of  ours,  I 

think. 

Pirate:  We  do  be  good  friends  of  yourn,  mate.  Ye 
interest  me.  This  voyage  a  yours,  however,  still  remains 
quite  a  mystery  to  me.  Come,  Sir,  give  me  ye  tale. 

Senior  Girl:  Let  Bob  do  that.  He's  our  historian. 

Bob:  Well — (pulls  history  out  of  pocket  and  reads  it.) 

Four-score  and  seven  days  after  the  class  of  '45  en¬ 
rolled  as  green  freshmen  in  Boyden  High  School,  the 
Japanese  ruthlessly  attacked  Pearl  Harbor  and  forced 
our  United  States  into  the  cruel  and  bloody  manslaugh¬ 
ter  in  which  she  is,  to  this  day,  engaged.  The  carefree 
manner  which  usually  accompanies  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  was  somewhat  overshadowed  by  the  fact  that 
our  class  of  '45  began  to  realize  we,  as  individuals, 
should  strive  to  attain  the  highest  type  of  education 
possible  so  that  we,  who  will  be  the  leaders  of  tomor¬ 
row.  can  and  will  help  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
durable  and  lasting  peace.  Thus  it  is  that  our  class 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  to  contend  with 
and  overcome  a  constant  war-time  influence  and  strain 
throughout  the  entire  period  of  our  high  school  training. 

Therefore  a  change,  which  could  best  be  visualized 
by  our  class  alone,  took  place  over  the  entire  school — 
transforming  it  from  just  another  independent  institution 


of  learning  in  just  another  County  of  just  another  state 
into  one  of  the  most  important  cogs  of  a  vast,  intri¬ 
cately-organized  machine,  producing  not  only  a  quick 
and  decisive  termination  of  the  war,  but  also  training 
youth  today  to  prepare  itself  for  a  world  where  peace, 
freedom,  love,  and  harmony  supplant  war,  dictatorship, 
hate,  and  discord.  Many  extremely  important  steps  have 
been  taken  to  insure  such  changes  in  the  new  world, 
but  engraved  upon  the  hearts  of  all  peace-loving  people 
are  the  singularly  significant  and  dramatically  historic 
meetings  held  by  the  leaders  of  the  major  powers — on 
the  North  Atlantic — 1941;  at  Washington — 1941;  at 
Casablanca — 1943;  at  Teheran — 1943;  at  Quebec — 1944; 
at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference — 1944;  at  Yalta — 
1945;  and  at  San  Francisco — 1945 — producing  not  only 
important  war  strategy  and  peace  plans  but  demon¬ 
strating  that  cordial  collaboration  and  co-operation 
among  these  countries  is  possible  as  a  permanent 
procedure.  Therefore,  our  class  of  '45  has  the  unique 
distinction  ever  all  of  its  predecessors,  in  that  its  mem¬ 
bers  are  graduating  onto  what  might  be  termed  "the 
threshold  of  an  enduring  world  peace."  As  important 
as  prudent  thought,  enthusiastic  co-operation,  conscien¬ 
tious  planning,  and  implicit  faith  are  to  the  building 
of  a  strong  foundation  for  an  everlasting  peace,  so 
choosing  capable  leaders,  establishing  strong  commit¬ 
tees,  participating  in  all  drives,  and  striving  for  higher 
mental  and  physical  co-ordination  were  basically  essen¬ 
tial  for  the  formation  and  composition  of  a  class  which 
would  make  history  in  Boyden  High  School. 

In  keeping  with  these  high  standards  set  before  us, 
our  members  selected  who  we  thought  would  best 
qualify  to  lead  our  class  through  its  first  year  of  fun, 
frolic,  trial,  and  tribulation.  Such  leaders  were  aptly 
personified  in  the  characters  of  Ed  Brown,  President; 
James  Hollis,  Vice-President;  Dorothy  Yarbrough,  Secre¬ 
tary;  Donald  Fitz,  Treasurer;  Russell  Barber,  Boys' 
Athletic  Chairman;  and  Catherine  Hudson,  Girls'  Athletic 
Chairman.  Besides  gallantly  exploring  Boyden's  every 
nook  and  corner,  and  becoming  acclimated  to  our  new 
and  strange  environment,  we  innocent  freshmen,  the 
babies  of  the  institution  in  the  year  194 1  -'42,  enacted 
many  plays  which  are  worthy  of  note  in  this  humble 
record.  Miss  Whitener's  home-room  dramatized  an  inter¬ 
esting  and  highly  delightful  Hallowe'en  program  in 
which  Stanton  Northrup,  Rachel  Kepley,  Bobby  Julian, 
Catherine  Hudson,  Dorothy  Livengood,  Mary  Shives, 
Russell  Barber,  Stoner  Kluttz,  James  Hollis,  Bobby 
Spencer,  and  Dorothy  Clark  inaugurated  an  extensive 
celebration  which  for  that  year  emphasized  constructive 
forms  of  entertainment  to  coincide  with  the  war  effort. 
Many  class  programs  were  given  whose  purpose  it 
was  not  only  to  provide  entertainment  and  pleasure 
but  to  explain  better  some  of  the  school  events  and  to 
answer  sufficiently  all  questions  pertaining  to  freshman 
life  in  Boyden  High  School.  Demonstrating  that  fresh¬ 
men  can  take  the  initiative,  two  home-rooms  tied  for 
the  highly-contested  first-place  honor  and  each  received 
a  prize  for  their  whole-hearted  support  in  the  sub¬ 
scription  drive  of  our  newspaper.  Many  freshmen,  both 
boys  and  girls,  tried  out  for  their  respective  athletic 
teams  and  although  there  were  no  outstanding  players, 
such  participation  helped  to  strengthen  the  varsity 
teams,  not  only  in  that  year,  but  in  years  to  follow. 
Our  class,  being  one  of  the  largest  classes  ever  to 
enter  the  portals  of  Boyden  High  School,  developed, 

from  the  start,  that  competitive  spirit,  not  only  among 
other  classes  but  among  ourselves,  which  is  very 
essential  to  the  progress  and  growth  of  student  ability 
and  class  accomplishment. 

Our  class  had  made  quite  a  respected  name  for 
itself  when  we  entered  the  '42-'43  term  of  school  as 
striving  sophomores.  Knowing  the  ropes  a  little  better 
now,  we  soon  held  elections  for  class  officers  and  as 
a  result,  Bob  Keppel  was  elected  President;  Jimmie 
Summers,  Vice-President;  Ed  Brown,  Secretary;  Frank 
Cain,  Treasurer;  and  Catherine  Hudson,  Girls'  Athletic 
Chairman.  These  officers  led  us  through  a  year  in 

which  everything  was  done  with  the  war  effort  in 

mind — the  most  significant  change  being  the  student 
council's  transformation  into  the  Victory  Corps,  which 
is  a  nationwide  organization.  Home  Room  213  received 
much  praise  for  its  worthy  work  of  starting  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  keeping  the  building  and  grounds  clean  and 
beautiful  so  that  the  manpower  shortage  would  not 

affect  the  beauty  of  the  school.  Many  other  home  rooms 
followed  suit.  Many  sophomores  belonged  to  the  fine 
orchestra  produced  that  year.  They  were:  Dorothy  Clark, 


John  Barringer,  Allegra  Miller,  Susan  Sowers,  Luther 
Trexler,  Ed  Brown,  Jimmie  Summers,  Ray  Miller,  Mary 
Ellen  Thomas,  Arthur  Mowery,  and  Mary  Shives.  Be¬ 
sides  possessing  musical  talent  still  more  than  an  equal 
percentage  of  members  from  our  class  made  the  Honor 
Roll,  showing  that  a  truly  great  class  must  have  high 
standards.  Many  essentially  active  clubs  helped  to  aid 
the  war  effort;  such  as,  the  Sophomore  Girl  Reserves, 
with  Betty  Shoaf,  President;  Dorothy  Clark,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent;  Mary  Ellen  Thomas,  Secretary;  and  Jacquelin 
Kirk,  Treasurer;  and  the  Junior  and  Senior  Hi-Y's  with 
many  sophomores  in  both  organizations.  Sports,  both 
varsity  and  intramural,  became  a  definite  part  in  the 
lives  of  our  class  members  who  not  only  showed 
unusual  aptitude  but  uncanny  skill  in  many  games. 
Home  Room  213  won  the  intramural  home  room  cham¬ 
pionship  after  a  very  heated  contest  which  not  only 
brought  out  the  ability  of  many  undeveloped  players 
but  which  also  was  of  indispensable  aid  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  co-ordination  for  many  other  players.  Many 
drives  took  place  in  which  the  school  participated 
whole-heartedly.  Some  of  these  were:  the  paper  drive; 
the  tin  can  drive;  defense  stamp  and  bond  sales,  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  War  Stamp  Committee  of  the  Victory 
Corps  Council;  and  the  fuel  conservation  drive,  in 
which  the  Traffic  Committee  of  the  Victory  Corps 
Council  closed  all  hall  doors  to  keep  as  much  heat  as 
possible  in  the  classrooms  so  as  not  to  use  so  much 
fuel.  When  the  student  body  officers  were  chosen  for 
tho  following  year,  a  sophomore,  Bob  Keppel,  was 
elected  Second  Vice-President  of  the  school. 

Our  class  was  slowly  moving  up,  rung  by  rung,  on 
the  never-ending  ladder  of  Education  and  as  1942  was 
waning  into  the  last  months  of  its  existence,  we  found 
ourselves  again  entering  Boyden  High  School's  mag¬ 
nificent  structure,  this  time  as  enthusiastic  juniors  in 
the  term  '43-'44.  Chosen  to  help  us  through  a  pleasant 
yet  extremely  important  year  of  high  school  training 
were:  Jimmie  Summers,  President;  Bob  Keppel,  Vice- 
President;  Gerry  Cabell,  Secretary;  Bill  Cleaver,  Treas¬ 
urer;  Mary  Frances  Jarvis,  Girls'  Athletic  Chairman; 
and  Eugene  Miller,  Boys'  Athletic  Chairman.  This  event¬ 
ful  year  is  remembered  by  everyone  who  was  a  member 
of  our  junior  class.  A  busier  year  could  not  be  found 
in  all  the  pages  of  Boyden's  history.  Our  football  team 
composed  of  five  juniors  and  our  basketball  team  com¬ 
posed  of  five  juniors  made  exceptional  records  for  them¬ 
selves  on  their  respective  fields  of  battle.  Clubs  flour¬ 
ished  and  the  Senior  Hi-Y,  whose  officers  were  Ray 
Miller,  President;  Jimmie  Summers,  Vice-President;  Bill 
Ellis,  Secretary;  Bill  Taylor,  Treasurer;  and  Bob  Keppel, 
Chaplain,  sponsored  a  movie,  held  a  dance,  and  frol¬ 
icked  at  a  hay-ride,  after  helping  in  all  drives  carried 
on  by  school  and  city  organizations.  The  Junior  Girl 
Reserves  and  the  G.  A.  A.,  of  which  organizations 
many  juniors  were  members,  both  carried  on  war 
effort  plans.  There  was  a  new  course,  which  was  to 
last  two  weeks — one  which  would  prepare  many  stu¬ 
dents  for  sales  jobs,  added  to  the  curriculum.  This 
war-time  training  course  was  prepared  especially  to 
train  youth  to  take  over  the  many  vacancies,  in  depart¬ 
ment  stores,  caused  by  the  manpower  shortage.  It  was 
a  great  success  for  sixty  juniors  out  of  sixty-nine  gradu¬ 
ates  responded  to  the  urgent  call  and  qualified  them¬ 
selves  to  work  any  place  in  Salisbury  with  little  pre- 
training.  The  orchestra  and  band  continued  their  great 
work  and  gave  numerous  recitals  and  assemblies  to 
school  children  and  townsfolk  alike.  Intramural  games 
raged  with  fury  as  the  junior  girls  were  barely  beaten 
by  the  seniors  in  exciting  finals  of  hockey  and  basket¬ 
ball.  Homeroom  101  came  out  the  winners  in  the  rough 
and  tough  boys'  contest  for  the  junior  homerooms  and 
then  staged  quite  an  upset  by  beating  the  seniors'  win¬ 
ning  team.  The  big  thrill  for  our  class  in  basketball  was 
the  junior-senior  game  at  the  end  of  the  season  in 
v/hich  the  juniors  thoroughly  trounced  the  seniors,  ac¬ 
complishing  something  never  before  attained  by  any 
junior  class  in  the  history  of  Boyden  High  School.  In 
addition  to  the  war  bond  and  stamp  sale,  there  -was 
inaugurated  the  Minute-Man  Flag,  which  was  to  be 
flown  every  week  our  school  went  at  least  ninety  per 
cent  in  participation.  Two  junior  homerooms,  104  and 
101,  had  but  one  exception  to  a  100  per  cent  record 
for  the  entire  year.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Stamp  and 
Bond  Committee,  all  the  other  committees  functioned' 
with  wonderful  ease  and  speed,  making  it  possible 
for  the  Victory  Corps  to  accomplish  as  much  as,  if  not 
more  than,  in  any  other  year  of  its  existence.  Besides 
Victory  Corps  drives  in  which  Boyden  contributed  about 


1,500  pounds  of  paper  and  approximately  1,000  pounds 
of  tin  cans  to  their  respective  drives,  the  Victory  Corps 
sponsored  several  dances  in  the  gymnasium  to  help 
repay  the  students  for  their  enthusiastic  co-operation. 
Then  a  new  and  wonderfully  successful  enterprise  came 
into  Boyden's  limelight,  that  of  a  youth  center.  Such 
a  project  was  thoroughly  discussed  and  after  hard  work 
by  many  of  the  students  it  was  finally  opened  in  the 
summer  of  '44,  much  to  the  delight  of  Boyden  High 
School  as  a  whole.  In  keeping  with  the  exceptional  job 
done  by  the  Victory  Corps  and  Youth  Center  Commit¬ 
tees,  the  House  and  Grounds  Committee,  the  P.-T.-S.  A. 
Committee  and  the  War  Effort  Committee  made  distinct 
names  for  themselves.  An  individual  in  the  junior  class, 
Toby  Rendleman,  received  quite  a  distinction  as  he 
rated  membership  of  second  team  All-Conference  Bas¬ 
ketball  Team.  This  placed  another  feather  in  Boyden's 
cap.  The  National  Honor  Society  took  in  eleven  junior 
members.  They  were:  Martha  Jane  Lippard,  Margaret 
McCall,  Betty  Shoaf,  Mary  Elizabeth  Coleman,  Betty 
Rose  Coneley,  Catherine  Hudson,  Rachel  Kepley,  Ed 
Brown,  Bob  Keppel,  Frank  Cain,  and  Ray  Miller.  Junior 
marshals,  who  were  to  take  the  place  of  the  Ushers' 
Club,  were  elected;  the  results  were  as  follows:  Chief 
Marshals,  Dot  Clark  and  Bob  Keppel;  Marshals,  Rachel 
Kepley,  Ed  Brown,  Ray  Miller,  Frank  Cain,  Betty  Rose 
Coneley,  and  Catherine  Hudson.  Five  juniors  received 
the  distinction  of  being  members  of  the  Quill  and  Scroll 
organization.  These  were  Betty  Jean  Blackwelder,  Betty 
Shoaf,  Mary  Lea  Noell,  Mary  Shives  and  Eleanor  John¬ 
son.  Margaret  McCall's  P.-T.-S.  A.  Scrapbook  won  a 
blue  ribbon  at  the  state  convention  in  Durham.  Then 
the  one  great  moment  in  an  upper-classman's  life  was 
rapidly  approaching:  Of  course,  the  preparations  for 
the  Junior-Senior.  The  Program  Committee  was  headed 
by  Bob  Keppel;  members  were:  Toby  Rendleman,  Dot 
Clark,  Jean  Brown,  Jake  Waller,  and  Mary  Ruth  Hess. 
The  Favors  Committee  was  led  by  Betty  Harvey,  while 
Stahle  Linn,  Nancy  Kendrick,  Eugene  Miller,  David 
Walters,  and  Rebecca  Honeycutt  served  on  her  com¬ 
mittee.  Mary  Ellen  Thomas  was  chairman  of  the  Re¬ 
freshment  Committee  and  serving  with  her  were:  James 
Hollis,  Mary  Lea  Noell,  Bill  Cleaver,  Mary  Frances 
Jarvis,  and  Edith  Hubbard.  The  Decoration  Committee 
had  Ray  Miller,  chairman,  while  on  his  committee 
served:  Catherine  Hudson,  Dorothy  Yarbrough,  Wayne 
Wyatt,  Glenda  McMillan,  Dan  Goodson,  Martha  Jane 
Lippard,  Ed  Brown,  Margaret  Kirk,  Bobby  Carter,  Doris 
Kluttz,  and  Doris  Hess.  These  committees  worked  hard 
and  after  tireless  effort  produced  the  foremost  Junior- 
Senior  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  decorations  were 
not  elaborate  or  expensive  but  were  exceedingly  beau¬ 
tiful  and  were  enthusiastically  enjoyed  by  all.  Five 
junior  girls  were  awarded  the  high  honor  of  being 
sent  to  Girls'  State.  This  great  honor  was  conferred 
upon:  Catherine  Hudson,  Betty  Shoaf,  Peggy  Parker, 
Mary  Katherine  Ingle,  and  Mary  Ellen  Thomas.  When 
it  came  time  to  vote  upon  new  Victory  Corps  officers 
for  the  following  year,  the  final  ballots  showed  that 
Toby  Rendleman  was  elected  President  of  the  Student 
Body  and  Bob  Keppel  was  elected  Vice-President. 

So  it  was  that  a  full  and  complete  year  was  ended 
by  making  plans  for  the  following  one;  and  as  members 
of  the  distinguished  senior  class,  we  proudly  and  ex¬ 
citedly  entered  a  new  term  in  Boyden  High  School — 
for  the  last  time  in  our  lives.  Leaders  were  chosen  who 
would  have  the  distinction  of  guiding  our  class  through 
its  final  high  school  year.  President  for  first  term  was 
Fred  Fisher,  who  graduated  at  mid-year;  Frank  Cain, 
who  was  Vice-President  first  term,  took  over  as  Presi¬ 
dent  second  term.  Jimmie  Summers  was  elected  Vice- 
President  second  term;  Dot  Yarbrough,  Secretary,  and 
Bob  Reeves,  Treasurer,  remained  in  their  respective 
offices  during  the  entire  year.  As  always  in  the  last 
year,  the  senior  class  has  the  biggest  job  to  do  in 
carrying  on  all  the  various  school  events.  The  members 
of  our  class,  showing  themselves  as  capable  leaders, 
helped  the  school  year  of  1945  to  be  not  only  success¬ 
ful  but  also  outstanding.  The  football  and  basketball 
teams,  although  they  did  not  win  conference  cham¬ 
pionships,  were  well  known  for  their  teamwork,  spirit, 
and  determination.  In  intramural  competition,  home¬ 
room  112  won  the  championship  of  the  school  with  an 
undefeated  schedule.  Also  the  Purple  Flashes,  a  team 
made  up  of  boys  not  out  for  the  varsity  team,  showed 
up  well  in  games  with  surrounding  schools.  The  senior 
girls  won  the  championship  of  the  school  in  both 
hockey  and  basketball.  Organizations  co-ordinated 
beautifully  and  as  a  result  each  in  turn  helped  the 


school  as  a  whole  in  all  her  functions  and  activities.  A 
new  organization,  the  Boys'  Chorus,  entered  Boyden's 
spotlight  and  many  boys  found  it  much  fun  to  sing 
both  classical  and  popular  numbers  before  not  only 
Boyden's  audience  but  in  many  surrounding  schools 
and  churches.  The  Hi-Y,  among  its  other  functions, 
entertained  at  a  big  Christmas  dance  at  the  Country 
Club.  The  Honor  Society  took  fifteen  new  members  into 
its  organization.  These  were:  Norma  Benson,  Bobby 
Carter,  Dorothy  Clark,  Bill  Cleaver,  Betty  Harvey,  Mary 
Katherine  Ingle,  Glenda  McMillan,  Betty  Lou  Miller, 
Mary  Lea  Noell,  Jimmy  Summers,  Jimmy  Satterfield, 
Francis  Thompson,  Eleanor  Van  Poole,  Betty  West,  and 
Dot  Yarbrough.  Officers  for  the  year  were:  Ray  Miller, 
President;  Bob  Keppel,  Vice-President;  Frank  Cain,  Sec¬ 
retary;  and  Ed  Brown,  Treasurer.  As  to  individual 
honors  in  sports,  Don  Dunham  was  noted  first  team 
alternate  captain  of  the  All-Conference  Football  Team 
while  Bob  Martin  held  down  a  second-string  position. 
In  basketball  Dunham  was  elected  first  team  All-Con¬ 
ference,  while  Jimmie  Summers  was  given  a  second- 
string  berth.  Many  radio  plays  under  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  Mrs.  John  Wolfe  were  produced  on  the  topic 
"Youth  Speaks."  These  not  only  provided  a  great  deal 
of  enjoyment  and  profit  for  those  who  participated  but 
they  also  suggested  stimulating  and  thought-provoking 
messages  which  were  of  great  help  to  both  children  and 
adults  alike.  The  Boyden  Barons,  a  group  of  talented 
young  musicians  who  have  been  playing  at  many 
school  and  outside  dances  for  some  years,  continued 
their  masterful  art  at  colleges  and  large  group  cele¬ 
brations  and  festivals  under  the  leadership  of  Bob 
Surratt.  Many  students  who  before  the  senior  year  had 
not  been  able  quite  to  reach  the  goal  of  all  A's  found 
themselves  on  the  Honor  Roll  this  year  because  of  per¬ 
sistence  and  hard  work.  In  fact,  the  Honor  Roll  had 
about  as  many  seniors  on  its  list  this  year  as  at  any 
time  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  Victory  Corps 
carried  on  its  splendid  work  with  drives,  dances,  and 
new  ideas  and  suggestions  for  aiding  the  war  effort. 
Bonds  and  stamps  were  being  generously  bought  until 
the  Minute-Man  Flag  was  constantly  associated  with 
the  flag  pole.  Indeed  it  was  an  "all-out"  war  effort 
year.  Elections  were  then  held  for  officers  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  and  although  we  seniors  were  not  up  for 
nomination  we  participated  in  this  election  with  greater 
inteiest  than  ever,  for  we  realized  that  the  leaders  for 
whom  we  voted  would  lead  the  school  after  we  were 
graduated.  The  very  successful  Junior-Senior,  sponsored 
by  the  incoming  seniors,  demonstrated  to  this  year's 
graduates  that  the  ideals  of  Boyden  are  in  safe  hands 
and  that  the  standards  cherished  by  the  class  of  1945 
are  destined  to  be  maintained.  The  Senior  Class,  as 
it  is  being  graduated,  sincerely  wishes  all  the  luck  in 
the  world  to  the  class  of  '46  but  at  the  same  time 
hopes  that  the  school,  as  a  whole,  will  always  remem¬ 
ber  a  little  something  about  an  enthusiastic,  sometimes 
obstinate,  but  always  an  apprecative  class  which  would 
like  to  go  down  in  the  History  of  Boyden  High  School 
as  one  which  gave  its  all  to  the  betterment  of  our 
school,  community,  and  country. 

Thus  the  last  chapter  in  a  novel  entitled  "Boyden's 
'45-ers"  has  been  recorded.  We  believe  we  have  accom¬ 
plished  a  lot,  but  this  is  not  conceit.  Our  class,  individ¬ 
ually  and  collectively,  has  nothing  about  which  to  be 
conceited.  We  would  have  accomplished  little  ourselves 
without  the  prudent  leadership,  advice,  and  counsel 
rendered  by  the  teachers  and  administrators  of  our 
school;  because  of  this  assistance  we  have  been  able 
to  find  ourselves  and  pursue  the  type  of  thing  for  which 
we  are  best  suited.  Another  cause  for  our  accomplish¬ 
ment  is  Boyden  High  School  herself.  When  one  enters 
Boyden,  whether  one  is  a  freshman  or  a  transfer  stu¬ 
dent,  one  develops  a  love  and  an  admiration  for  her 
which  leads  one  on  to  greater  heights,  larger  goals, 
and  higher  ideals.  Such  a  feeling  may  be  called  school 
spirit,  but  whatever  it  is  called,  the  fact  remains  that 
its  presence  has  much  to  do  with  a  successful  school 
year.  Since  this  spirit  was  very  definitely  present  in 
our  class,  we  owe  deep  gratitude  to  our  predecessors 
who  have  instilled  in  Boyden's  halls  this  majestic 
pride  which  compels  reverence  and  respect  from  all 
those  who  have  occasion  to  know  the  institution.  But 
worthy  of  even  greater  mention  is  the  debt  of  gratitude 
which  we  owe  to  our  teachers.  They  should  receive  all 
the  credit,  all  the  pomp  and  glory,  and  ail  the  laud  and 
honor,  for  it  is  through  their  tireless  efforts  that  we 
have  developed  the  differentiation  between  right  and 
wrong.  It  is  they  who  have  planted  sparks  of  wisdom 


and  tolerance  in  our  hearts  with  the  hope  that  these 
will  kindle  flames  of  mercy,  love,  peace,  and  freedom 
in  our  own  lives  and  in  the  lives  of  others.  So  it  is 
that  when  the  time  comes  to  receive  our  diploma,  we, 
the  Class  of  1945,  do  hereby  solemnly  affirm  to  the 
teachers  of  Boyden  High  School  that  we  will  do  all  in 
our  power  to  carry  on  the  ideals  instilled  in  us  by 
them  and  that  if  we  are  able  to  maintain  a  durable 
and  lasting  peace  after  this  war  it  is  because  of  their 
tireless  effort.  We  hope  that  we  will  be  the  last  war¬ 
time  class  to  graduate  from  Boyden  High  School.  As 
many  students  have  done  before  us,  some  from  our 
class  will  soon  go  into  a  branch  of  the  service,  fighting 
and  dying  for  just  such  a  cause.  Some  of  the  members 
of  our  class  may  never  see  each  other  again  after 
graduation  but  we  have  learned  what  the  United  States 
means  to  us  and  we,  therefore,  will  protect  our  her¬ 
itage.  No  matter  whether  we  remain  united  or  are 
separated — we  will  carry  the  torch,  together — we  wiil 
stop  bloody  wars,  together — and,  together,  we  will 
insure  that  this  government  "of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  and  for  the  people  will  not  perish  from  the 
earth."

In  the  past,  Boyden  has  been 
represented  by  baseball,  track,  tennis,  wrestling,  and  golf  teams,  but 
these  were  for  the  most  part  discontinued  after  1943-1944. 

Mr.  Harold  Isenberg  holds  the  post  of  athletic  director  at  Boyden. 
His  duties  consist  of  making  arrangements  for  games  with  other 
teams,  attending  conference  meetings,  supervising  intramural  sports, 
and  the  various  other  tasks  which  make  athletics  possible.  Mr. 
Isenberg  is  a  graduate  of  Catawba  College. 

Mr.  M.  M.  Richards  has  been  football  coach  for  Boyden  for  two 
seasons,  and  has  proved  to  be  capable  and  popular  with  both  students 
and  townspeople.  Coach  Richards  is  a  graduate  of  Catawba  College 
where  he  was  a  good  student  and  outstanding  in  various  school 
activities  as  well  as  all-conference  guard  on  the  football  team. 

Mr.  O.  S.  Clark,  the  basketball  coach,  has  been  the  fourth  man 
in  four  years  to  hold  this  position.

By  losing  to  Charlotte  on  the  Streak's  home 
court  the  following  week,  the  Jackets  suffered 
their  longest  losing  streak  of  two  games.
